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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections « 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Butler et al. 
(Butler), U.S. Patent No. 6,333,939. 

Regarding claim 1, Butler discloses an adaptive method for reducing power 
consumption in a standby mode of a digital radio communication terminal, comprising 
the steps of: calculating the difference of edge timings between a main clock and a low 
frequency clock (col. 3Jines 22-31); comparing the calculated timing difference with a 
predetermined difference reference value (i.e., reads on an expected number of high 
frequency clock signals perioed per low frequency clock signal period) (see col. 3,lines 
28-31); and upgrading or downgrading (i.e., reads on programs a sleep duration value) 
a catnap period according to a result of said comparing step (col. 5,lines 9-13). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Butler, in 
view of Challa et al (Challa), U.S. Patent No. 6,453,181. 

Regarding claim 2, Butler discloses steps (A) through (C), as applied in claim 1 
above. Butler further disclose the following steps: (D) comparing the upgraded or 
downgraded catnap (i.e., reads on number of cycles in current cat nap) period 
calculation variable with predetermined maximum and minimum critical values (i.e., 
reads on predetermined values representative of the length, e.g., length inherently 
includes a range, i.e., maximum and minimum values) (see col. 6,lines 10-15); and (E) 
shortening or lengthening the catnap period according to a result of step (D) (i.e., reads 
on the fact that length of catnap is determined based on predetermined values) (see col. 
6,lines 10-15). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 
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6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: prior art of record fails to explicitly disclose the details of an adaptive method for 
reducing power consumption in a standby mode of a digital radio communication 
terminal, comprising the steps of: (F) comparing the catnap period calculation variable 
with the predetermined maximum critical value; (G) shortening the catnap period if the 
catnap period calculation variable is greater than the maximum critical value; (H) 
comparing the catnap period calculation variable with the predetermined minimum 
critical value if the catnap period calculation variable is less than or equal to the 
maximum critical value; and (I) lengthening the catnap period if the catnap period 
calculation variable is less than the minimum critical variable. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Kohlschmidt, U.S. Patent No. 6,029,061 , discloses a poer saving scheme for a 
digital wireless communications terminal. 

Marx et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,725,067, discloses a method and system for 
restarting a reference clock. 

Storm et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,016,312, discloses a radiotelephone and method 
for clock calibration for slotted paging mode in a CDMA radiotelephone system. 
Yu et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,735,454, discloses a method and apparatus for 
activating a high frequency clock following a sleep mode.
